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15. Agree or Disagree with the following statement: "The Bible is a 
reasonably accurate source for the history of the Jewish people from the 


period of the Egyptian captivity to the Babylonian captivity." - Agree 


This present research paper will enter into the consideration of the 
affirmative position ("Agree", Point 15.) and the evidences thereto found 
internally to the sacred scriptures (English, KJB), as well as externally in the 
linguistical, historical, paleontological, archaeological, and the known 
astronomical time-keeping sources, in whether "The Bible is a reasonably 
accurate source for the history of the Jewish people from the period of the 
Egyptian captivity to the Babylonian captivity." This research paper will 
confirm that the Bible (in both the Old (Genesis to Malachi) and New 
Testaments (Matthew to Revelation)) is not only "reasonably accurate" in its 
specific dealings with the Hebrews (thus also Israelites and ‘Jews’) for the 
time period and events under consideration, but that the Bible is 10096 
accurate in all its details in the same by those existing evidential sources, 
though this paper could not possibly enter into all the data which exists 
confirming that which is recorded in the pages of the Old Testament to New 


Testament, but a brief summation will be provided. 


Before delving into the pure historical aspects of the "Hebrews" 
(Exodus 1:15-16,19, 2:7,11, 21:2; Deuteronomy 15:12; Philippians 3:5 KJB; 
for the Israelites and ‘Jews’ are descendants of “Eber” (thus "[H]Eber-ew"; 
Genesis 10:21,24-25, 11:14-17; 1 Chronicles 1:18-19,25 KJB) and later by 
“Abram the Hebrew” (Genesis 14:13 KJB) and his descendant - Joseph the 
“Hebrew” (Genesis 39:14,17, 41:12 KJB)) and the events surrounding them, 
their language (ref. Luke 23:38; John 5:2, 19:13,17,20; Acts 21:40, 22:2, 


26:14; Revelation 9:11, 16:16 KJB) shall first be considered in the time 


period of the Egyptian captivity, showing that such a population with 


advanced linguistics did exist there. The historical witness of John (NT), 


records Jesus as saying, "For had ye believed Moses, ye would have 
believed me: for he wrote of me." (John 5:46 KJB) Thus the Bible record 
claims that Moses "wrote" in a language that was understandable and 
readable. Scholar and Bible researcher Dr. Douglas N Petrovich (author of 
“The World's Oldest Alpha-Bet" [1]), with others in corroboration (film- 
maker Timothy Mahoney, "Patterns of Evidence - Moses Controversy" [2], 
& David Rohl [3], etal.), have found upon the cave walls of Al-Teleiha near 
the temple plateau what some identify as a "proto-Sinaitic" (others "proto- 
canaanite") Aleph-Bet (see Appendix 1,2 & 3). Eupolemus wrote (150 BC), 
in his book 'On the Kings in Judaea', "Moses was the first wise man, and the 
first that imparted grammar to the Jews, that the Phoenicians received it 
from the Jews, and the Greeks from the Phoenicians." [[4; 
CLEM.AL:STROM.1.23]; see also "And concerning Moses the same author 
[Alexander Polyhistor] again brings forward many things, which are worth 
hearing. But Eupolemus says that the first wise man was Moses, and that he 
was the first to teach the Jews letters, and from the Jews the Phoenicians 
received them, and from the Phoenicians the Greeks, and that Moses was 
the first to give written laws to the Jews." [5, [EUSEB:PE.9.26]]] Joseph 
Naveh, late eminent linguistics scholar, likewise stated, "In inscriptions of 
the tenth century [BC], Phoencian, Hebrew and Aramaic scripts are 


indistinguishable." [6] and that "[t]he Hebrew script preserved the basic 


forms of the letters to a greater extent than the other two." [7] The written 
Aleph-Bet (Hebrew; aka English ‘Alpha-Bet’) is definitely present and 


accounted for. 


The next major item to consider, is the populace itself; the nation of 
Hebrews and/or Israelites (thus also ‘Jews; (being primarily of the tribe of 
Judah (John 4:9 KJB), and later also counted of the remnants of the tribes of 
Benjamin (Acts 19:34, 22:3 KJB ) and Levi (Acts 19:14 KJB), and scattering 
of the ten others). The main historical character to consider is that of 
“Joseph” (son of Jacob/Israel and Rachel; Genesis 30:24-25, 37:2-3 KJB), for 
if he did not exist, and did not travel from the land of Canaan (Genesis 9:18, 
11:31 KJB) down into Egypt as a slave (Genesis 37:28, 39:1 KJB), later to 
rule as vice-Pharaoh (Genesis 41:40-46 KJB), and call his family from the 
land of Canaan (Genesis 45:23-28 KJB), no populace of Hebrews could have 
existed in Egypt for to later travel ‘en masse’ in Exodus out of the land of 
Egypt by command of JEHOVAH Elohiym (LORD God). Did such a Hebrew 
rule over Egypt in such an exalted position of authority, and is there any 


surviving historical record other than the scriptures? Yes! 


There is a Syro-Palestinian ‘house’ (palace) with 12 pillars found in 
Tell ed-Daba (Avaris, Egypt, which may stem from the ‘Ish Ivri’ (Hebrew 
Man’), becoming Avar-Ish), with 12 graves (Genesis 35:22, 42:13,32, 49:28; 
Exodus 24:4, 39:14 KJB) in the garden, along with a ‘pyramidal’ shaped 


tomb (Genesis 50:22-26 KJB). Therein is a statue of a ‘Syrian’ (meaning 


‘Hebrew’ for Abram (Abraham) originally came from Ur of the Chaldees, 
which is known as 'Syria'; Genesis 11:28,31, 15:7, 24:7; Nehemiah 9:7 KJB) 
man made of stone seated on a throne, being two times the size of average 
human height, with red (painted) hair and pale yellow skin and a throw- 
stick upon his shoulder, with a multi-colored robe (Genesis 37:3,23,32 KJB) 
adorning (painted stone) it [Appendix 5] as author and archeological 
researcher David Rohl portrayed on his book 'A Test of Time' [3]. There is 
even a "seal" associated with this personage's palace that is currently being 
re-interpreted due to the present evidence linking these things to Joseph. 
[8] The tomb of the man is empty, with no appearance of grave-robbery or 
destruction, which would be corroborative evidence that the scriptural 
account of the Israelites carrying the bones and body of Joseph out of Egypt 
in their Exodus is factually accurate in this tiny detail (Genesis 50:25; 


Exodus 13:19 KJB). 


Not only was Joseph the Hebrew there, but so were a great many 
Hebrew slaves, some of which are listed in “The Brooklyn Papyrus” 
[Appendix 4; A Papyrus of The Late Middle Kingdom, edited with 
Translation and Commentary by William C. Hayes] in the Brooklyn Museum, 
which contains a list of domestic servants, 7096 of which [9] are Semetic 
names (ie. Munahhimma (Mnhm) [see similar male form, Mahanaim, 
Genesis 32:2 KJB, or Manahethites, 1 Chronicles 2:52,54; Genesis 36:23, 1 
Chronicles 8:6 KJB], Asra (Is'r) [Asher, Genesis 30:13 KJB], Siprah (Sp-r) 


[Shiphrah, Exodus 1:15], &c). Archaeological digs have produced a 


significant and noted increase in deaths of infants and children under 2 
years of age, and especially among the male populace therein (Exodus 1:22 


KJB). 


After Joseph and their generation passes from the scenes of history, 
another person rises to authority in Egypt, and that person is identified as 
"Moses" in scripture (Exodus 2:10 KJB), during whose time in existence 
sees absolute devastation to the Egyptian country, economy and structure 
by plagues of immense proportion (Exodus 7:1-11:10 KJB). There is a 
known Egyptian record (held at the Leiden Museum in the Netherlands, and 
translated by Alan H Gardiner in AD 1909) of these things given by a scribe 
named Ipuwer to the King of Egypt (Pharaoh, ThutMose III, not Rameses II 
(who is commonly misidentified as being the Pharaoh of the Exodus)) [10] 


This papyrus reads in part: 


"... Plague is throughout the land. Blood is everywhere ..." [11, 


Papyrus 2:5-6], 


"... Indeed, the river is blood, yet men drink of it. Men shrink 


from human beings and thirst after water. ..." [11, Papyrus 2:10], 


"... That is our water! That is our happiness! What shall we do in 


respect thereof? All is ruin! ..." [11, Papyrus 3:10-13] 


This perfectly describes the plague of blood of the Nile and rivers 


(Exodus 7:14-25 KJB), while another place reads, 


"Indeed, gold and lapis lazuli, silver and turquoise, carnelian 
and amethyst, Ibhet-stone and [. . .] are strung on the necks of 


maidservants." [11] 


This all agrees with Exodus 12:35-36 KJB. In this rare document are 
many other similar comparisons to be made, which deal with famine, cattle, 
deaths, even a darkness over the land, along with a general and immediate 
decline in the sustainability of the land of Egypt. Another document, called 
the L'Ermitage (Hermitage) papyrus reads, "... The land is utterly perished 
and nought remains. Perished is this land... The sun is veiled and shines not 
in the sight of men. None can live when the sun is veiled ..." [12], which 


agrees with the darkness described in Exodus 10:21-29 KJB. 


Many archaeological artifacts and documents have come to light over 
the years, which continually demonstrate the 100% reliability of the 
scriptures in every case studied, even in such times as the period of the 
Hebrews (and Israelites, and/or ‘Jews’) from the freedom of Egyptian 
servitude (circa early to mid 1400’s BC) to the Babylonian captivity (605 
BC). A list of such items is briefly given (for this paper could not possibly 
present even a fraction of the evidence that exists and do such any real 


justice): 


1. The Merneptah Stele, Cairo Museum (found in 1896, Thebes, 
Egypt), contains a set of Egyptian hieroglyphs at line 27 translated as 


“Israel” (Genesis 32:28,32, 35:10 KJB), which would be the first documented 


instance of that name in archaeological record, and the only record of such 


in Ancient Egypt [Appendix 6]. 


2. The Mesha Stele (aka Moabite Stone) (found in August 1868, Dibon 
[Dhiban], Jordan), details the victories of Moabite king Mesha (2 Kings 
3:4,5,7 KJB) over the House of Omri (kingdom of Israel; 1 Kings 6:23,27 
KJB). This stele records the earliest certain extra-biblical reference to 
JEHOVAH God (Elohiym), and line 31 thereupon would then be the earliest 


mention of the "House of David" (i.e., the kingdom of Judah) [Appendix 7]. 


3. The Tel Dan Stele (found in 1993, Tel-Dan) is extremely important 
as an extra-biblical attestation of Israel's past, specifically in lines 8 and 9, 
which speak of a "king of Israel" and a "house of David". The latter phrase 
is commonly understood by the majority of scholars to refer to the ruling 
dynasty of Judah (southern Kingdom, though sometimes David is called 
'king of Israel', which referred to both the southern and northern parts of 
the Israelite Kingdom, see 2 Samuel 5:3,17, 6:20, 12:7, &c. KJB) and the 


Davidic dynasty [Appendix 8]. 


4. The Nimrud Tablet (aka Kalhu Palace Summary Inscription 7, found 
by George Smith, 1873 in Nimrud, Assyria) details Tiglath-Pileser III's (745 
to 727 BC; 2 Kings 15:29, 16:7,10 KJB) campaigns in the region, including 
the first known archeological reference to Judah (Yaudaya or KUR.ia-ü-da-a- 
a), when it reads, "Jehoahaz of the land Judah" (II Rs 16.7 = K. 3751) 


[Appendix 9]. 


5. Sargon II (Isaiah 20:1 KJB) Prism (found in Nineveh in the Library 
of Ashurbanipal; presently exhibited at the British Museum.), of which a 
portion of the text as translated by Luckenbill describes Sargon II's (722- 


705 BC) campaigns into, "... Philistia, Judah, Edom, Moab ..." [Appendix 10]. 


6. The Azekah Inscription (discovered in the mid-nineteenth century in 
the Library of Ashurbanipal. It was identified as a single tablet by Nadav 
Na'aman in AD 1974,) describes an Assyrian campaign by Sennacherib (2 
Kings 18:13, 19:16,20,36; 2 Chronicles 32:1,2,9,10,22; Isaiah 36:1, 
37:17,21,37 KJB) against Hezekiah, King of Judah, including the conquest of 
Azekah (Joshua 10:10,11, 15:35; 1 Samuel 17:1; 2 Chronicles 11:9; 


Nehemiah 11:30; Jeremiah 34:7 KJB) [Appendix 11]. 


7. Sennacherib’s Annals (which are three primary Prism’s: The Taylor 
Prism located in the British Museum, the Oriental Institute Prism located in 
the Oriental Institute of Chicago, USA, and the Jerusalem Prism located in 
Israel Museum in Jerusalem,) all record the same events of King 
Sennacherib of Assyria and his campaigns against the Kingdom of Judah 
(see previous KJB references in point 6) and the king thereof, Hezekiah 


[Appendix 12]. 


8. Nabonidus Cylinders (found in AD 1854 by J. G. Taylor in the 
foundation of a ziggurat at Ur,) refers to cuneiform inscriptions on clay 
tablets about king Nabonidus (son of Nebuchadnezzar II) of Babylonia (556- 


539 BC). They include the Nabonidus Cylinder from Sippar, and Ur, four in 


total. The Ur cylinders are important because they mention a son of 
Nabonidus (Isaiah 14:22 KJB) by the name of Belshazzar who is mentioned 
in the Book of Daniel (Daniel 5:1,2,9,22,29,30, 7:1, 8:1 KJB). The cylinders 


state: 


"As for me, Nabonidus, king of Babylon, save me from sinning 
against your great godhead and grant me as a present a life long of 
days, and as for Belshazzar, the eldest son -my offspring- instill 
reverence for your great godhead in his heart and may he not commit 
any cultic mistake, may he be sated with a life of plenitude." [13] 


[Appendix 13]. 


9. The Nebuchadnezzar [IT] Chronicle (aka Jerusalem Chronicle, 
purchased in AD 1896 by an antiquities dealer from an unknown excavation, 
and was first published 60 years after in AD 1956 by Donald Wiseman,) 
engraves the details of Nebuchadnezzar's [II] (2 Kings 24:1, &c. KJB) first 


siege of Jerusalem. [Appendix 14]. 


10. The Cyrus Cylinder (aka Cyrus Charter, is an old clay cylinder, 
discovered in the ruins of Babylon in Mesopotamia in 1879, on which exists 
a statement in Akkadian cuneiform script in the name king Cyrus [II] the 
Great (2 Chronicles 36:22,23; Ezra 1:1,2,7,8, 3:7, 4:3,5, 5:13,14,17, 6:3,14; 
Isaiah 44:28, 45:1; Daniel 1:21, 6:28, 10:1 KJB,) describes Cyrus's dealings 
with domestic and foreign religions being traditionally acknowledged by 


biblical scholars as corroborative evidence of that Persian monarch's policy 


of the repatriation of the Jews after their Babylonian captivity ended just as 
JEHOVAH Elohiym had prophesied over 100 years before in the time of 
Isaiah the prophet, and again reiterated later in Jeremiah the prophet's days 
(2 Chronicles 36:21; Jeremiah 25:11,12, 29:10; Daniel 9:2; Zechariah 1:12, 


7:5 KJB) [Appendix 15]. 


11. The Nabonidus Chronicle (having been acquired by the British 
Museum in 1879 from the antiquities dealers Spartali & Co., and while the 
original place of discovery is not yet known, some have assumed its origin is 
in the ruins of Babylon,) portrays the military conquest of the kingdom of 
Babylon, and its main capital by the same name, by the Medo-Persian king 


Cyrus [II] the Great [Appendix 16]. 


Confirming all of this latter history of Babylon unto Medo-Persian rule 
by Cyrus II the Great, and how he conquered Babylon by diverting the 
Euphrates river and entering in under the water gate, can be read in 
several historical sources. Belshazzar dies the very night the 
Persians/Medes enter the city of Babylon [13; Nabonidus Cylinder; British 
Museum tablet 38299], Book of Baruch [14; apocryphal], Josephus 
Antiquities [15; Antiquities 10.11.2-4 8231-247] and see also the book 
Cyropaedia [16; Cyropaedia Book 7, Chapter 5, Section 7-38 [Diverting The 
Euphrates, Fall of Babylon and King Belshazzar], Section 59-65 [Setting Up 
The Eunuchs in the Palace From The Door-Keeper Up]] which gives 


historical details of this event that was prophetically foretold [Daniel 


himself, and Hannaniah, Mishael and Azariah were made eunuchs; see 


Isaiah 39:7; Daniel 1:7,8,9,10,11,18 KJB]. 


There are literally hundreds of pieces of evidences all confirming the 
history of the Hebrews (thus Israelites and ‘Jews’) from the time of the 
freedom from the bondage of slavery in Egypt to the Babylonian captivity 
and release therefrom and beyond. Archaeologists like Francois DuPlessis, 
and researcher Dr. Walter J Veith of Amazing Discoveries [17] have entire 
series of video presentations covering much more material. Other 
'amateur' archaeologists like Don Patton (also a lawyer) [18; Digging for the 
Truth & New Testament Archaeology]) have their own presentations of 
materials that can easily be found on the internet (like Youtube, &c). More 
and more artifacts, papyri, scrolls, cylinders, seals, bullae, cities, and all 
manner of other evidences continue to surface which confirm again and 
again, the absolute reliability of the scriptures, especially regarding the 
nation of Israel from the time of Egypt to Babylon. No other historical 
record in existence, has such an abounding plethora of evidence to 
corroborate it. The Bible (KJB) is unrivaled in the field of historical and 
archeological studies. Trust what it states at all times, and as the evidence 
of Israel's physical deliverance is clear, then the matter of one's personal 
deliverance from bondage in spiritual matters is also just as assured, "In 
hope of eternal life, which God, that cannot lie, promised before the world 


began;" (Titus 1:2 KJB). 
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
